cate gonorrhea from the 
world have now completely 
faded, with about 12 million 
cases continuing to occur 
every year, Some strains of 
gonococcus are showing re- 
sistance to penicillin and 
other antibiotics, Other pro- 
blems to be overcome are 
the symptomless female 
carrier of the disease, the 
limitations of present dia- 
gnostic techniques and the 
reservoir of unreported 
cases, 

While only 4.4% of total 
syphilis cases reported 
were 15 to 19 years of age, 
14.6% of gonorrhea cases 
were in this age group and 
in the United States the com~ 
parable figure was 21.6%. 
This, says the report, 
‘spells out the need to main 
tain veneral disease educa- 
tion both in the schools and 
in the community’’, However 
although more cases of gon- 
orrhea have occurred inthis 
age group, when the increas- 
ed teenage population Is 
taken into account, the rate 
has remained steady since 
1963, It would be unfair to 
Single out this age group 
for special criticism al- 
though there is every reason 
for special concern, And if 
anyone should think gonorr- 
hea to be entirely a disease 
of prostitutes, note that in 
the United States only one in 
ten males infected with gon- 
orrhea named a prostitute 
as contact, 

Among the many factors 
involved in the continuing 
V.D, problem are moral 
laxity, poor reporting of 
cases under contacts, antl- 
biotic resistance, economic 
improvements, homosex- 
uality, alcohol, narcotic and 
psychedelic drugs.

The AL breeding phase 
of the Canadian Charolais 
Association’s progeny test- 
ing program - Conception 
to Consumer - has recently 
been completed, Twenty 
Charolais bulls have been 
used on twelve different 
herds with a combined iden- 
tified cow number of well 
over 1,100, Limited results 
indicate that the conception 
rate is running over 70% 
on first service, Most co- 
operating herds have carr- 
fed out an excellent pro- 
gram and the C,C,A, should 
have data on approximately 
600 test calves beginning 
next spring. 

In February of this year, 
Conception to Consumer was 
adopted as a breed im- 
provement program by the 
C,C.A. The program ts to 
be run continuously with a 
new group of Charolais bulls 


testing each year, The fore~- 
most purpose ofthe program 
is to evaluate the breeding 
worth of Charolais bulls for 
economically important 
traits including: 1) ease of 
calving. 2) pre-weaning gain 
3) feedlot gain and 4) car- 
cass merit, The bulls en- 
tered into the program in- 
clude fifteen full French, 
three Domestic and two one 
half French Charolais bulls.

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Grain Market Letter 


JAMES RICHARDSON AND SONS LTD, 


The strike of Lakehead 
grain handlers has finally 
ended as agreement was 
reached with the operators 
just before threatened legis- 
lative action by the govern- 
ment, and the terminals 
should be in full operation by 
September 16, and we under- 
stand there are vessels 
waiting to lead about 6,000,- 
000 bushels of grain, This 
has been avery costly strike 
not only for both parties in- 
volved but also for the 
economy of Western Canada 
and about the only encourag- 
ing part of the settlement 
from the operators’ view- 
point is that it embraces 
a three-year contract, 

The weather has been 
exceptional this week with 
daytime temperatures inthe 
70’s and 80’s and a good 
deal of harvesting is being 
accomplished under sunny 
skies, but a prolonged per- 
fod of this is needed to 
bring late crops to maturity 
and to dry out fields, 
especially in Manitoba. 

New export sales continue 
disappointing. A cargo of 
Manitobas was sold to Japan 
and about 8,000 tons of rape- 
seed and a parcel lot of flax 
to the same country, Parcels 
of flax were sold to the 
United Kingdom, and For- 
mosa bought about 5,000 tons 
of rapeseed, Last week’s 
reported sales of One North- 
ern to Italy were increased 
to around 100,000 tons, Up- 
wards of 55,000 tons of soft 
Ontario wheat was sold to 
Syria on credit terms guar- 
anteed by the government 
and another 75,000 tons will 
be shipped to Pakistan under 
Canada’s external aid pro- 
gram, 


The Canadian Wheat 
Board have finally taken a 
more realistic view of bar- 
ley values and today they 
sold the October future down 
to the $1.12 level where they 
were able to dispose of fairly 
good-sized quantities, The 
United States Secretary of 
Agriculture announced that 
barley had been placed on 
the list of commodities elig- 
ible for concessional sales 
under PL 480, but this ts not 
expected to interfere with 
any export business that may 
develop forC anadianvar- 
ieties, providing we are 
competitive pricewise, as 
our past outlets did not 
qualify under the food-for- 
peace plan, 

The prolonged strike at 
the Lakehead has not affec- 
ted overseas shipments to 
any great extent so far as 
there have been ample 
stocks in St, Lawrence ports 
to look after requirements; 
however, the Canadian 
Wheat Board are concerned 
about Durums which are in 
short supply and, today, they 
authorized an additional del- 
ivery quota of ten bushels 
per acre, good until Septem- 
ber 28, to look after domes-~ 
tic and export requirements 
before the lakes freeze up, 

The Hudson’s Bay Route 
Association keep talking 
about extending the shipping 
season from the port of 
Churchill by the use of soph- 
isticated ice-breaking 
equipment, but the stumbling 
block is the insurance com-

With over five weeks of the 
new crop year gone, quotas 
across the prairies reflect 
the ill health of a grain 
movement beset not only 
by reduced markets and 
prices but also by labour 
problems, With large carry 
over stocks in country ele- 
vators, in box-cars and in- 
land terminals, the producer 
faces the necessity to store 
a greater than average per- 
centage of his new crop on 
the farm, Weather condit- 
ions have combined to make 
this crop difficult to harvest, 
handle and store, Over much 
of the prairies, only great

At September 9, 127 de- 
livery points in Saskatche-

There are a few grain dryers in operation in our area 
this year, While most of the dryers that are used have 
been batch type dryer the one above is somewhat diff- 
erent in that it is a continuous typedryer, With this type 
of dryer the grain moves through thedryerin a con- 
tinuous flow and the farmer doves not have to shut it off 
and empty it, The machine is completely automatic and 
will dry and cool the grain towhat ever moisture content 
the farmer wishes.
